Short Stories of a Soldier’s Life at the Front 


MARCH 23rd 1921 


I lead the party up the road and 
when we came t>o the end of it we cut 
across towards the north-west (from 
where we had been, the front was 
due north of us,) Keeping" as quiet 
as we could and trying to stay out of 
sight of the crew of the machine gun 
We had advanced in this manner for 
a hundred yards or more when I no¬ 
ticed a bunch of Lewis gun amunl- j 
tion off to the side *of our route, May- ; 
be some one had thrown it away when • 
he was hit, I was carrying nothing 
but my revolver and gas mask and so 
I stepped off to the side to get it I 
’ saying to McCauley as I went, bo 
keep on and I would fall in to the rear 
and catch up. I had got the ammu¬ 
nition and was maybe 20 yards in the 
rear of the party. (You see I had! 
given the ammunition the once over! 
bo see if it was in working order and 
that had delayed me a little) when 1 
the machine gun that we had been 
trying to circumvent opened up on us. 

With a large and impressive oath, 

I yelled to the fellows to duck and go 
for all that was in them. They had 
needed no telling, for as soon as the ( 
machine gun opened up they had done 
so and were going forward at the 
duece of a pace. I remember seeing 
the haversack that one of the carriers 
was wearing torn from his back by 
machine gun bullets and I also re¬ 
member that I laughed at the inci¬ 
dent. The party disappeared from 
my sight and half a minute after' I 
’ came bo a small trench and fell down 
beside a bunch of dirt that had been 
thrown up by a shell. My^party were 
in the trench and it was only about 20 
yards long and as there were about 
15 men in it there was' not much 
room. The fellows who were occupy¬ 
ing the place knew me and told me 
to get down into the trench as Fritz 
had been shooting at them all the 
time since they had arrived. Well 
I was still panting from my run and 
,as I nuP^ through all right II did 

_ Uiare for old Fritz or his 

jl'd the fellows that I was 
alright, and that if the Hun wanted 
to kill me he was welcome to have a 
try We had been in this place only 
about a minute when the machine 
gun again opened up l£hd a few Sec¬ 
onds afterwards a heavily breathing 
figure dropped beside me. I turned 
and saw thtat he was a runner and so 
I asked him where he was going. 

He knew me and told me that he 
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was to deliver a message to Major 

z-. I asked him to let me see the 

message. (You see we scouts had the 
privelege of opening messages and 
seeing what the contents were, so that 
we could, if we were doing any par¬ 
ticular work act accordingly.) He 
handed me the envelope, it was not 
sealed, and I took a look at the mes- 
sabe. I ground my teeth and handed 
the message to him without saying a 
word The message was one of con¬ 
gratulation to a certain 'Officer at the 
excellent success that had so far at¬ 
tended the scrap Gee! it sure got 
my goat to khow 4hat the Adjt. would 
send such a good man, as I knew the 
bearer to be, in the face 'Of great dan- 
S r on such a fool errand. 

We lay there for a while getting 
our breath back and then the runner 
asked me if I was going up the line. 
On answering that I was he said so 
was he and if I was ready we would 
be doing the right thing if we started 
Well I thought quickly and figured 
that if I went into the front line and 
located the guns for which we had 
ammunition it would be easier to get 
along with the party. So telling Mc¬ 
Cauley and Hutson what I was going 
to do and telling them that if I was 
gone long to get into the trench and 
to lead them up to the left with the 
party, I told one of the men tn put 
one of the belts into a sandbag, 'Of 
which there were several around. It 
was Colt gun ammunition that we 
had. I got the ammunition and turn¬ 
ing to the runner I asked him if he 
was ready and, on his answer that 
he was, 1 got up and went into the 
next place of cover which happened 
to be a shell-hole 4 or 5 yards in front 
of the small trench In this shell- 
hole there was a couple of men and 
one of them was wounded in both legs 
they asked me to dress them and as I 
wanted to go on I loked back over 
the top of the hole and asked for Mc¬ 
Cauley to c-ome to the hole and look 
after them. He came right away 
and we started again to go to the 
new front line. We were, at this 
place, on a skyline and as soon as the 
enemy noticed us move along they 
started bo fire at us and we were soon 
in the centre of a lively fusilade, but 
we arived without mishap at N the top 
of the Hessian Trenrh. 

The shelling up to then had not 
been very bad, but as soon as we 
jumped into the trench it seemed to 
be a signal for the guns of the en¬ 
emy to open up and this they did to 
some effect, There was shrapnel of 
all kinds dropping round us and, as 
ho was timing his shells about 20ft. 
•off the ground and bo explode about 
the same distance in front of the 
trench, he sure had a fine line on the 
place. 

We worked our way up the trench, 
and as we did not come to any troops 
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in 50 yards I got suspicious and 
drawing my revolver, I advanced 
around every traverse with caution, 
expecting to meet some of the enemy 
'at any moment. On rounding one of 
the traverses after going about 200 
yards down to the left I noticed a 
man stood on the rorward side of 
the trench and I knew by his posi¬ 
tion that he was one of our men, so 
going up bo- him I asked where the 
officer in charge was. He told me 
about 10 men in this traverse. On 
that he was farther along the trench 
and we again moved up the line. We 
passed about a dozen men, in 150 
sionally firing from the fife step.s 
This was I guess to keep Fritz 
thinking that we had a strong force 

Well, we finally came, to a bay 
where the officer was and there was 
in theie yet. We had in reality 

about 100 to 150 men and the attack 
had opened our battaiion having over 
800 men. 

the parapet at the other end- of the 
Vayerse I no^ced a machine gunner 
that I knew and I thought fie would 
be able to tell where the Colt guns 
we re, though he was a Lewis man 
gone wrong with his gun. He was 
himself, I walked over to 4 r here he 
was trying to fix something that had 
sweariing like the very devil himself 
and when I asked him where the Colt 
guns were, he answered that they 
were all blown to Hell. (In the fall 
of 1919 I met this man in Saskatoon 
and asked him whether he remember¬ 
ed that time. He said he remember¬ 
ed the time all right but my con¬ 
versation with him was not remem¬ 
bered at all.) 

Just then someone on the lockout 
shouted that Fritz was coming over, 
Most of the boys jumped for the par¬ 
apet and “Bags” was still swearing 
at the machine gun for it was not in 
working lorder. 

The officer asked for some one to 
volunteer to go out aii*. take a rqes- 
sage to the Adjt. No one was hav¬ 
ing the job, for it was' a regular little 
Hell just behind front. Fritz 

was dr.opping shells 
the way back for 1 
in the hope ofC 
ments. But' it was 
for there were rm 
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nearer than six or seven miles and 
even those had not at any time been 
notified that we wanted them. This 
was the first counter attack of the 
night and the first one that had been 
pulled since the Hessian Trench had 
been taken from the enemy. 

The runner finally said “I’ll go Sir.” 
and then he came over to me and 
asked me to go back with him. Here 
was a deuce of a fix. The party I 
was leading was no go-cd, point one. 
they were in capable hands, point two, 

I was at the present time doing 
nothing of any use and if I mqnkeyed 
with the ammunition party I would 
still be doing nothing, point three, the 
front line was in a bad fix and a man 
was going back on atrip that was 
loaded with death every step point 
four, well after some rapid consider- j 
stion along these lines I told the 
runner that I would go back with him 
The officer handed to the runner a 
message that he had been writing and 
we two got up on to the old German 
fire-step. The runner had picked up 
a very smart Prussian helmet, one of 
the nobby, dress parade style. It was 
some dandy. When we got up on the 
fire-step he noticed that he was car¬ 
rying this thing and taking a look at j 
it, he hesitated then saying, “To Hell I 
with it.” he threw the helmet out J 
into No-Man’s-Land. “Are you 1 
ready?” I asked. “Yes.“ he asswered 
“AH right.” And with that we jumped 
up on top of the trench and ran as 
I have never run before ior since. 
We wanted to get away from the 
shell fire as soon as possible and we 
also wanted to gain time, that is why 
we ran so. After I had covered 
about 200 yard at this killing pace, I 
stumbled and fell into a shell hole. 
The runner went on for a few yards 
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before he could pull up and coming 
back he said, in a strained voice, “Are 
you hit Bradley?” “No.” I answer¬ 
ed gasping “but I want to get (gasp) 
“sum- of my," (gasp) “breath back” 

I lay there for a minute and he lay 
clown at the* edge of the hole and we 
both panted and gasped as though 
we had /finished a ten-mile heat in¬ 
stead of having just run 200 yards. 

After getting my breath back we 
again started off but not at such a 
breakneck speed this time, and we 
arrived in due time at the headquart- 
ers. The runner sure put up an 
awful plea for reinforcements and on # 
being questioned by the Adj. I con¬ 
firmed what, he had to sap about the 
conditions. The runner finally went 
out and I then told the Adj. what I 
had done since 1 left, 1 told him that 
the Colt guns anj most of the gunners 
were no more, and when I had done 
.talking K'e was convinced that the 
battalion was in a rather nasty posi¬ 
tion .
